Philip 5. Thomas 15 the former Executive Director of Newark Symphony 
Hall. Mr. Thomas joined the staff of Newark Symphony Hall in May 2007 
and was responsible for faunching a revitalization effort to return the 
complex to its former role as a major venue for hosting and presenting a full 
range of music, dance and theater performances. 

During his tenure at Newark Symphony Hall, Mr. Thomas provided oversight 
for the governance, human resource, finance, marketing, rental, presenting, 
and capital operations of the venue. 

In 1992, Philip S. Thomas joined the staff of the New Jersey Performing 
Arts Center (NJPAC) where he rose to the position of Vice President for Arts 
Education during his twelve year tenure. Mr. Thomas joined NJPAC as the 
Founding Director for Arts Education, and was responsible for developing a 
comprehensive Arts Education Department for NJPAC that includes a $3.5 
million annual budget and 18 full-time staff members. Mr. Thomas also 
served on the team responsible for the $4.5 million renovation of the Lucent 
Technologies Center for Arts Education (a 29,000 sq. ft. arts education 
facility.) 

in 1985, Mr. Thomas was founder of the Carter G. Woodson 
Foundation, a multi-disciplinary arts organization that linked audiences with 
African-American artists with by providing them with performance 
opportunities, arts education residencies, and marketing support. In 1982, 
Mr. Thomas served as Director of Marketing at Newark Symphony Hall 
where he initiated, among other successful programs, the Performance 
Time for Young People school matinee series. In 1980, Mr. Thomas was 
Founder of the Arts Development Services Program for the New Jersey State 
Council on the Arts, which provided management training and skills 
development opportunities for arts organizations and individual artists. In 
1977, Mr. Thomas was Founder of the Greater Paterson Arts Council, a local 
arts organization that presented dance, theater, and music performances 
and provided services to performing and visual artists. 

Philip S. Thomas also served as President of Performing Arts Services 
which provided cultural planning services in the areas of artistic 
programming, arts education, marketing, community engagement, and 
facilities planning for individual artists, arts institutions, education 
organizations, corporations and government agencies. Performing Arts 
Services also provided business services and creative direction to performing 
artists and companies in conceptualizing, financing, producing and touring 
artistic programming in music, dance, theater, and the literary arts.

Carrie Jackson & Her 
Jazzin' All Star Ensemble swing and 
perform the music of "Duke" Ellington, 
Count Basie, Lionel Hampton, Louis 
"Satchmo" Armstrong, Miles Davis, John 
Coltrane, Dizzy Gillespie, and musical 
selections songs from the Great 
American Song Book. Carrie is a native 
Newarker' who nurtured and honed her 
talents in Newark, the Jazz Mecca of New 
Jersey. She has acquired a vast amount 
of experience in a wide variety of musical 
genres. She began her musical career 
when she was 6 years old singing in the 
children's choir at Mount Calvary Baptist 
Church, Newark, NJ. 
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RON JACKSON is a New York jazz 6 
and 7 string guitarist, composer, 
arranger, producer, recording artist, and 
instructor. Ron has performed and 
recorded in over 20 countries as a 
bandleader and ensemble performer, 
and is well established оп the 
international jazz scene. Ron's style of 
guitar playing and composing is a blend 
of jazz and other American styles such as 
soul, rhythm and blues, pop, as well as 
Caribbean and Latin, having been 
influenced by his Philippine roots. He 
brings it all together in his unique 
approach to playing jazz guitar. 
Considered one of the most versatile 
guitarists in the world, he is adept in 
styles such as African, Rock, R+B, 
Brazilian, Pop, Country, Calypso, Reggae, 
Soul, Funk, and Classical, but his greatest 
passion has always been jazz. Ron has 5 
jazz guitar albums to his credit as a 
leader: A Guitar Thing and Thinking of 
You on Muse Records, Song For Luis - a 
duo with Rufus Reidon Mastermix 
Records, Concrete Jungle - co-led with 
bassist Nicki Parrott on Airmen Records, 
and The Dream | Had on Roni Music. 
Branching out stylistically, Ron has 2 new 
CD's on his Roni Music Label. His group 
Burning Gums’ © self-titled album; 
FlubbyDubby, Ron's new CD with his 
Hammond organ group was recorded live 
and perfectly showcases his soul-jazz 
originals and arrangements of popular 
tunes. Currently in the works, Ron has a 
new CD coming out soon called Akoustik 
Adventures. 
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ME. MARIO E. АСАН ЁГЕ is a 29 
year old native of Detroit, Michigan. 
Destined for a life of music, Mario At a 
young age, Mario participated in summer 
programs in his home state of Michigan 
such as the historic Blue Lake Camp and 
Interlochen Music Camp. Mr. McMiller 
specializes in woodwind pedagogy with 
emphasizes in clarinet studies. He has 
earned both a Bachelor's degree and 
Master's Degree in Music Education from 
Norfolk State University in Norfolk, Virginia. 
In addition to his education, he has been a 
professional musician and mentor for over 
10 years. His educational journey has been 
well-rounded, as he has been instructed 
and influenced by legendary artists such as 
Frank Foster, Victor Goins, Kirk Whalum, 
Benny Goldson, Steven Mead, Patti Carlson 
and Emory Fears, and has had the pleasure 
of performing with a host of esteemed 
professionals and groups throughout his 
career. As an educator for over ten years, 
Mr. McMiller has provided numerous 
students with scholarship opportunities for 
college as well as serving as a primary 
source for youth mentoring in his 
communities. Previously living in 
Chesapeake, Virginia now a resident of 
Newark, New Jersey, Mr. McMiller plans to 
continue his outreach and mentoring in the 
urban environment where he feels his 
greatest calling. It is Mr. McMiller's belief 
that "the goal in true music education is 
not only that you teach music, but that you 
teach through music the life skills 
necessary to be as much of an outstanding 
person as you are as an artist". 


ГАРАМ SCHWARTZ has built his 
reputation over the last 25 years and 
continues to make music history today 
playing with such renowned artists as 
Cecil Brooks Ill, Russell Malone, and David 
Fathead Newman. Radam's own band, 
Conspiracy for Positivity, offers a fresh, 
original jazz sound and brings youth and 
experience to the bandstand. He Наз 
worked consistently to maintain the 
strong live traditions of the music as well 
as bridge the gap between the 
generations. Since 1986, he has been 
hosting the Tuesday Night Jazz Jam, 
beginning at the famous Peppermint. 
Lounge in Orange, NJ, and.in 1997 when 
the Mint closed its doors, moving to the 
Crossroads in Garwood, NJ. Over the 
years, famous musicians like Etta Jones, 
Rhoda Scott, Jimmy McGriff, and Roy 
Ayers have all enjoyed playing at the Jazz 
Jam. George Benson was quoted in the 
Star-Ledger as saying he goes to the Jam 
sessions just because he.loves to play 
music with Radam. In addition to forging 
a career as an organist and pianist, Radam 
has committed over 15 years to Jazz 
education. As musical director. of the Jazz 
Institute of New Jersey, he directs the 
youth ensemble and teaches 
improvisation to young musicians from 8 
to 19 years old. Radam's prolific career 
has led to many successful recordings. His 
own Organized (Muse Records) was 
mentioned in the ВЗ Bible as one of the 
essential organ records of all time. 
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Originally from New Jersey and living in 
France for most of her 40-year career, 
RHODA SCOTT is one of the world's 
most celebrated jazz organists. It has been 
said that she is easily the finest Hammond 
B3 organist around today. After growing 
up and learning to play the organ in the 
African American Episcopal Church, Rhoda 
began playing the organ professionally in 
1955. Scott's style combines the precision 
of classical music, the swinging groove of 
jazz and blues, and the deep, rich soul of 
African-American spirituals. In 1967, after 
completing her Masters at the Manhattan 
School of Music, Ms. Scott moved to France 
to study with Nadia Boulanger. She 
returned briefly to the States, and a year 
later returned to Paris, married and 
adopted two children and continued 
recording and playing in Europe. Classically 
trained, Rhoda displays a graceful mastery 
of the Hammond B-3 organ through her 
impeccable control over the entire 
instrument and her tasteful use of drawbar 
registration. One notable aspect of her 
technique is that unlike many jazz organists 
who play bass lines with their left hand, 
Scott uses her left hand to chord and plays 
her bass lines entirely with her left foot; 
she also chooses to play with bare feet, 
another rarity among organists both 
classical and jazz alike, and has earned the 
nickname "The Barefoot Lady", With 30 
albums under her belt and her popularity 
firmly entrenched in the European music 
scene, Rhoda has returned to New Jersey 
to pursue a Masters of Arts in Jazz History 
and Research at Rutgers University. 
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JASON “MALLETMAN” TAYLOR 
grew up in Brooklyn, NY listening to Lionel 
Hampton’s music. He played the drums and 
xylophone before he eventually went on to 
play the vibraphone, which he describes as 
being “the most beautiful sounding 
instrument.” He became dedicated to 
mastering the “vibe” just like the late 
Hampton, who was so impressed during his 
first meeting with Taylor in 1981 that he 
took the young “Malletman” as his protégé 
and became his mentor. In addition to 
touring with the legendary Hampton and 
his 18-piece band, Taylor also lived with 
Hampton and received the kind of personal 
training and experience that can only be 
described as “priceless.” Taylor toured the 
U.S. and Europe with Hampton, which 
culminated in the two playing at President 
Ronald Reagan’s Inaugural Gala and 
Disneyland in 1985. It was during that time 
when Malletman formed Mallet Records, a 
record company dedicated to its mission of 
"Keeping Real Music Alive." Malletman is 
known for his unique presentation of Jazz, 
R&B and Swing, creating a signature sound 
that is all his own, which he calls 
“Vibrafunk.” Taylor became a Yamaha artist 
and clinician in 1991. He presents music 
clinics throughout the United States to 
schools, colleges and churches where he 
shares his experience and teaches about 
percussion instruments. His cable television 
show, "Mallet's Place TV" began airing in 
May. 2006 on Time Warner Channels 34 
and 35 in Staten Island, NY. 
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CHRISTOPHER W. WHITE is a 
native of Brooklyn and began playing 
bass professionally at the age of 15. He 
has performed, recorded and toured 
with Nina Simone, Dizzy Gillespie, Billy 
Taylor, Duke Ellington, Sarah Vaughan, 
Carmen McRae, Chick Corea and Billy 
Cobham. He is a graduate of the 
University of Massachusetts. He was the 
first Executive Director at both 
Jazzmobile and the Institute of Jazz 
Studies at Rutgers University. In addition 
he was also director of educational 
projects for the Newark Jazz Festival 
from 1993-95. He has received National 
Endowment for the Arts grants for Jazz 
Composition in 1982 and 1984. In 
addition, he received a "new forms" 
composition grant from the Inter-Arts 
Program of the N.E.A. as well as a Jazz 
Composition Fellowship from the New 
Jersey State Arts Council in 1990. The 
Chris White Project (Muse Records MCD 
5494) is Chris' first recording as a leader. 
In May of 2007 Chris retired as 
chairperson of the Music Technology 
Program of the Division Creative Arts and 
Technology (CAT) technology at 
Bloomfield College. Since his retirement 
from teaching he has performed with 
"Sing The Truth", a tribute to Nina 
Simone. /n 2010 he produced the CD 
"The Lou Caputo Not So Big Band" and 
in 2012 collaborating again with Lou he 
performed on and produced the small 
band. In addition he is also working with 


his own performing ensemble “The 
Survivors”.
